Quaker, Though He Was Net One. 

Benjamin Franklin was often takes 
for a Quaker, but the philosopher did 
aot beloug to the Society of Friend*. 
Franklin. Iieing a simple citizen of 
Philadelphia, wore clothes of a fashion 
set by the Quakers, n plain gray or 
Iratf suit. He continued to wear this 
fo*tume while tie was In France. Once 
when bis court suit was not ready ha 
appeared in bin "republican" garb be¬ 
fore Louis XVI. He became the fash¬ 
ion In France and Indeed In nearly all 
Europe, and It was at oue time the 
proper thing for young republicans and 
litterateur* to dress a la Franklin. Tbe 
Herman blstorlau, Scbloeaer. describing 
Kraukliu's appearance in the French 
drawing rooms, speaks of “the simplic¬ 
ity of his external appearance, the 
friendly meekness of the old man and 
the apparent humility of tbe Quaker.” 
In truth, the humility and the meekness , 
were mostly matters of appearance, ] 
and the Quaker aspect was only an as- , 
pert.' Franklin was brought up by his 
parents In Boston lo the Congregation¬ 
al church and was Intended by tliem ; 
for tlie ministry. When be weut to 
Philadelphia, be says in bis autoblog- j 
mphy, he paid bis "annual subscription 
lo the only Presbyterian minister or I 
meeting we bad In PhiladelphiaBut! 
be distinctly avows h!a disagreement 
with Presbyterian doctrine aud later 
was quite as ready to welcome and if 
sist Wbltefleld, the Metbodlst. with 
whom be also opeuly disagreed. Later 
still, be look a 'pew In an Episcopal 
rlmr<h. but be was never a commu¬ 
nicant Episcopalian. He says much 
altout religion In bis autobiography, ex- 
plains- how he became a deist In his 
youlh. but abandoned tbe doctrine be¬ 
cause It was not useful In making men 
good. Ilia own «Teed he declares to b« 
belief lu God aud lu tbe immortality of 
the soul. Though my scheme was not
